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Important Conference 


New York, July 22.—A com- 
mittee of traffic managers, mem- 
bers of the National Automobile 


Chamber of Commerce, ap- 
peared before the consolidated 
classification committee of the 


railroads at New York recently 
to discuss several ratings which 
control the freight charges on a 
large volume of automobile and 
parts shipping. 

Items of particular importance 
which were discussed at length 
with the railroad representatives 
relate to the minimum weight 
charged on automobiles where 
cars 36 feet 6 inches in length 
ordered. Such shipments have 
heretofore been subject to a mini- 
mum weight of 10,000 pounds, 
even though carriers at the time 
were unable to furnish cars of that 
length, and provided longer cars 
their convenience, 

Under a new ruling proposed by 
the railroads, such car orders were 
to be considered filled if cars 
shorter than 36 feet 6 inches in 
length were provided, and this, it 
was pointed out by the traffic men 
of the industry, would seriously 
penalize a considerable volume of

SNAG STRUCK IN 
TAXI INSURANCE 


Leading Underwriters 
Alarmed at Pro- 
visions 


Hoboken, N. J., July 22.—The 
New Jersey compulsory automobile 
insurance law, known as Chapter 
249, Laws of 1926, said to be 
working against independent taxi 
and U-drive operators. 

This new law, which was passed 
by both Jersey legislative bodies 
without opposition, compels each 
taxi driver and each U-drive pro- 
prietor to carry $5,000 insurance 
to cover possible damages to in- 
dividuals. The public approved of 
the bill and there appeared to be 
no “joker.’’ 

Now it has come to light 
through an opinion supplied by 
Attorney General Edward Kat- 
zenbach to Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner William IL. Dill that 
one person cannot collect more 
than $5,000 under the act for one 
accident, but if there were more 
than one person injured in one 
accident each and every one 
might collect $5,000. 

This makes the liability of the 
insurance company an unknown 
amount and a hazard, which, in- 
surance agents claim, could not be 
assumed upon any sound business 
basis. 

Mr. Ransom states that the lead- 
ing and reputable underwriters 
have refused to write any more of 
this kind of business. 

There is an exception to the rul-

ing, however, which favors con- 
cerns with a paid-in capital of 
$200,000 and over. These com- 


panies, according to the provisions 
of the law, need not file a policy 
or comply with the law.
